THE MERCHANDISE MARKS BILL, 

A Merchatdice Marks Bill is 1o be intro. 
duced in tho Legislative Council ‘of India 
during. the forthcoming session, *somewbat 
on tho lines of the Aat with the same title 
recently passed in England, We believe it 
is.the intention in colurse of time to bring in 
similar Acts in the Crown Colonies, and it 
therefore behoves: Hongkong to watch ‘the 
working of the Actin England, the argue 
ments used. in reference to it in othar places 
where its adoption i: praposed, and to arrive 
ata ecnclusion whether when it is intreduc- 
ed toro it’ shouid be accepted or opposed. 
The Indian Bill, we are told, * will be direct- 
ed aolely against fraudutent practicesin trade, 
but will offer no impediment’to’ legitimate 
trade customs, and, ag these matters require | 
delicate bundling, there is no intention on’ 
Mr. Sconw’s part to do more than introduce 
the Bill thig season at Simla, Abundant 
opportunity, will be given for its dig. 
cussion’ and consideration on the part of 
those interested." Difficulties hava aria.

THE FOREIGN TRADE OF CHINA 
~ LN 1887, Pa sc 


» ‘The following is the report, by Mr. 8. Mekean,’ 
Statistioal Socrotury, I. M. Con the foreign 


trade of Chins in “1897 :— 


The first important fact convected with the 
Foroign Customs in 1687 was what I may call « 
final set in the direct fulfilmont of the Chefoo 
Conventiqn ‘of 4876, namely; the introduction, 
on the 1st’ february, of the system of collecting 
the Duty and Likin on Opium simultaneously, and 
thé right conferred ou Opium of entariag bond. 

Following this new mode of douling with 
Opinm, and as'a result’ of arrangemonts the 
origin of which oan .also be traced back to tha 
stipulations of the Chefoo Convention, two now 
offices of the Foreign Customs were opencd 
on the’ 2nd April at Kowloon and Lappa, to 
havo'supervision over the Ravonua actraing 1o 
China ont of the commores carried. on in junica 
botweon Hongkong and Macao respectively, and 
the mainland of China.’ The Custom Houses 
which had hitherto supervised this jank trade 
both with “Trenty and non-Treaty parts bad 
formed part of the Native Customa:administra-
